Sicha 
focus on 
culture 

at Vatican

WASHINGTON — U.S. culture is a 
key issue at the March 8-11 meeting of 
U.S: bishops with Vatican officials and 
the pope, said several archbishops before 
they departed for the meeting in Rome. 

Culture affects ‘‘the way we have to 
evangelize, the way we have to work in 
the United States,’’ said-Archbishop John 
L. May of St Louis, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 

U.S. Catholics looking at the Vatican 
and Vatican officials looking at the church 
in the United States both have to realize 


that “‘the culture in which the church 
operates differs from country to 
country,’ said Archbishop Daniel 


Kucera of Dubuque, Iowa. 

The heads of Vatican congregations 
and 36 U.S. bishops have an opportunity 
to explain to each other their concerns 
about the church in the United States 
during the meeting. 

In a January letter to the bishops, Pope 
John Paul II said the meeting’s theme 
would be ‘‘Evangelization in the Context 
of the Culture and Society of the United

USD opposes abortion, President Hughes says 


Open forum on pro-life view planned on campus after Weddington’s appearance

ALCALA PARK — The president of 
the University of San Diego has declared 
that USD is a Catholic institution and as 
such it upholds the church’s teaching that 


abortion is ‘‘a violation of the sanctity of 
human life.’’ 
Dr. Author E. Hughes issued a 


statement to Southern Cross March 7 in 
light of the scheduled appearance on the 
campus March 10 of the lawyer who 
successfully argued the U.S. Supreme 
Court case that led to legalized abortion- 
on-demand. 

Hughes re-confirmed what the 
university announced recently — that the 
talk of the attorney, Sarah Weddington, 
which is sponsored by the Women’s Law 
Caucus, would be restricted to the 
university community. The caucus, a 
USD organization of first-year law 
students, had planned the Weddington 
event as an open forum. 

He also announced that since ‘‘the

university has not recently presented an 
open forum on (the abortion) issue for the 
pro-life view ... that omission will be 
rectified’? next month. 

Father Peter Stravinskas, editor of The 
Catholic Answer Magazine, Huntington, 
Ind., will speak in Salomon Lecture’ Hall 
at 7 p.m., April 4 on the abortion issue 
“from a Roman Catholic perspective,”’ 
Hughes related. 

The magazine is published by Our 
Sunday Visitor, Inc., to explore and 
explain Catholic beliefs, traditions and 
history. 

Father Edward ‘‘Bud’’ Kaicher and 


Susan Stark, both of the San Diego 
diocesan Youth and Young Adult Office, 
will be responders, he said. 

Father Kaicher, diocesan director of 
youth and young adult ministry, recently 
pleaded ‘‘no contest’’ to trespassing 
charges Feb. 1, resulting from his arrest 
last September as he sat quietly next to 
the door of an abortion clinic in La Mesa 
holding a sign that read ‘‘Choose Life.”’ 

In stating the USD position, Hughes 
said, as a Catholic university, USD is 
“‘committed to witness to and probe the 
Christian message as proclaimed by the 
Catholic Church.’’ 


He said, ‘“‘I cannot speak for the 
individuals who comprise the USD 
community in reference to their 
individual views on (abortion) or on other 
moral issues. I can speak for the 
university”s expectation that all 
employees respect the university’s basic 
religious commitment to the Catholic 
Church.”’ 

He then addressed the question, how 
can USD ‘‘permit a_pro-abortionist 
presentation?”’ 

“While the university is a Catholic 
institution, it is first a university; it must 
continually search for truth whether 
divinely revealed or scientifically 
discovered.”’ 

Thus, he said, the university ‘‘must 
hear all sides of an issue; we must listen to 
and learn from those with whom we 
disagree.”’ 

As Hughes pointed out in _ his 
statement, several area pro-life groups 


‘and individuals have expressed their 


concern over Weddington’s appearance

MEND 


completes 
historic 
exchange 


SAN DIEGO — Mothers Embracing 
Nuclear Disarmament (MEND) will 
complete a historic exchange of American 
and Soviet mothers and children when the 
organization sponsors the visit of 20 
Soviet women and children to the United 
States from March 16-April 3. 

This is the first time a reciprocal 
exchange consisting exclusively . of 
mothers and children from the United 
States and the Soviet Union has ever been 
accomplished, according to Maureen 
King, executive director of MEND and a 
parishioner of All Hallows Church, La 
Jolla. 

The 18-day itinerary includes a brief 
stop in San Diego, March 24-30. The 
Soviet guests will meet with San Diego 
Mayor Maureen O’ Connor, and on 
March 29, will attend a luncheon at the 
University of San Diego High School in 
Linda Vista. ; 

During their stay, the Soviet mothers 
and children will stay in the homes of 
volunteer host families. 

The exchange program was initiated in 
September 1988 when a MEND group of 
21° American mothers and_ children 
traveled to the Soviet Union with a 
counterpart group of Soviets. That same 
group of Soviets is sponsored by MEND 
in the United States to complete the 
educational exchange. 

MEND is an international educational 
organization that supports multilateral, 
verifiable nuclear arms reductions and 
other efforts to promote peace.

Charles Dollen’s editorial, ‘‘Public ownership of 
utilities?’’, (Southern Cross, Jan. 12) discusses the issue of a 
government takeover of utility services and the proposed 
merger between San Diego Gas & Electric and Southern 
California Edison. 

We’re convinced that a merger between SDG&E and 
Edison will produce benefits for everyone involved — 
customers, shareholders and the two companies. 


However, it’s too early for any final decisions to be reached 
about the proposed merger, simply because the complete 
facts are not yet available. 

Federal regulations limit what both SDG&E and Edison 
can say about the proposed merger right now. We can 
assure you that the merger will produce cost-savings that 
will result in lower rates than SDG&E could achieve on a 
stand-alone basis. Full details about the impact on rates 
and other aspects of the merger will be made available 
during upcoming state and federal regulatory reviews. 

Later during March, we will file merger documents with 
the Public Utilities Commission that will contain more 
detailed information about the various aspects of the 
merger. The PUC also will hold a series of public hearings. 
Once all the facts about the merger are available for 
review, then it will be an appropriate time to reach 
conclusions about the merits of the proposed merger.

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Death is problem, not solution 


Five years ago I was given the-assignment to do some 
research on the issue of capital punishment to assist 
California’s bishops in writing a position statement on 
the subject. 

Because I valued human life, my inclination was to 
support the ultimate penalty, presuming it would save 
tens of thousands of innocent lives. 

But a combination of factual information, social 
analysis and prayerful theological reflection changed my 
thinking rapidly and completely. My convictions have 
been developing from three perspectives: moral, 
political and sociocultural. — 

1. It is immoral to put a human being to death. 

The 1980 U.S. Bishops’ Statement on Capital 
Punishment, though granting the theoretical right of the 
state to inflict the death penalty, argues from a 
principled philosophical basis that capital punishment 
cannot be morally justified in the conditions of 
contemporary American society. 

From a perspective of Christian faith, it has become 
starkly clear to me that the death penalty is morally 
unacceptable. Only God is the Lord of life. And, 
because of the death and resurrection of Jesus Christ, 
absolutely no one is beyond the redemptive mercy of 


God. 


2. Capital punishment distracts us from getting to the 
cause of crime. 

Constitutional lawyer and criminologist Don Cates 
Jr. put it in a nutshell. ‘“Violence will-be decreased,’’ he 
wrote in the New York Times Feb. 4, ‘‘only by painful, 
basic, long-term change in the socioeconomic and 
cultural factors that produce such a high number of 


- violence-prone individuals in our society.”’ 


There are no easy mechanistic, quick fixes. The death 
penalty does not deter from violent crime; it only adds to 
the violence. Meanwhile, there are no serious efforts to 
identify, let alone effectively address, the root causes of 
crime and violence in our society. 

One of the most disgraceful scandals of our state has 
been the use of the death penalty as a political slogan 


_which plays into people’s deepest fears in order to get 


their votes. 

3. “‘Paradigm of the wrongs and ills our society 
chooses.”’ : 

The death penalty puts the state at great expense to 
accomplish nothing. The process leading to execution 
prolongs the agony of the families of the victim, while 
the execution itself — as became so clear with the case of 
Ted Bundy — leaves the families feeling neglected and 
further betrayed. But what does the death penalty do to 
society, to us? What does it say about us? 

My own prayerful reflection drives me to the same 
discomforting perception expressed in a recent edition of 
the Catholic Agitator by Rev. Joe Doss, Episcopal priest 
and criminal lawyer: ‘‘I believe that the death penalty is 
a paradigm of the wrongs and ills that our society 
chooses instead of rejects.’’

Arms race is bankrupting us 


For decades Catholic Church leaders, from the pope 
to local bishops, have been warning us about the arms 
race. They said it was ruining the economy, that it was 
robbing the poor and that it wasn’t necessary. 

Now economic pressures are forcing government 
leaders on both sides of the Iron Curtain to the same 
conclusion. Huge budget deficits in the United States 
are forcing the Bush administration to find ways to 
reduce our military spending. The stagnation of the 
Soviet economy is forcing their leadership to do the 
same. President Gorbachev recently announced a major 
reduction in Soviet military spending and has said 
repeatedly that he wants to end the arms race so money 
can be transferred into the civilian economy. 

An arms race is an attempt by two nations to stockpile 
more weapons than the other. The idea is that if your 
nation has the most weapons no one will attack you. 

The problem with this approach to national security is 
that everyone involved has to spend more money each 
year just to stay even. That’s because both nations see 
each other’s stockpiles as a threat, which forces them to 
manufacture still more weapons. But this in turn only 
increases the threat, and so both nations are forced to 
make still more weapons. It’s a process which can go on 
endlessly, until finally there’s either a war or both sides 
exhaust themselves financially. 

This latter possibility is obviously what the United 
States and the Soviet Union are facing today, but if you 
were to ask, ‘‘What is the arms race actually costing 
us?’’ you’d discover no one really knows. 

There’s the annual Defense Department budget — 
which is now about $300 billion a year or roughly 6.8 
percent of the nation’s total income — but that doesn’t 
tell us what the arms race costs, for two reasons. The 
first is that we’d still need some military even if there 
were no arms race, and the second is that many military 
expenditures aren’t included in the Defense Department 
budget. 


For example, much of the budget for nuclear weapons 


is included in the Department of Energy budget. Arms 
shipments to other nations are included in the foreign 
aid budget. The Veterans Administration has its own 
budget, and so forth. Furthermore, a large portion of 
the interest on the national debt, which now costs about 
$200 billion a year, is due to previous military 
purchases. 


Experts disagree on the exact amount, but the money 
which the federal government spends on activities 
related in some way to the military may now exceed 
$450 to $500 million a year. This would mean military 
expenditures now absorb more than 10 percent of the 
nation’s entire income. 


In 1986 the Defense Department budget alone was 
equal to $1,155 for every U.S. citizen. The equivalent 
amount in Japan, which limits military expenditures to 
1 percent of national income, was $163. In Italy it was 
$235, in Canada $308, and in West Germany $453. Our 
expenditures for the Defense Dept. are more than 
double the average for other NATO nations. 

If we were to drop our military spending to the 
average rate of other western nations, it would represent 
a savings of $150 to $200 billion a year — which can be 
taken as a rough estimate of what the arms race costs us. 


Some people think these huge expenditures are 
necessary, some think they aren’t and some people 
haven’t made up their minds. Regardless of where you 
stand on that issue, the arms race is clearly a very 
expensive process — and something we can no longer 
continue to ignore. 

If the arms race is necessary, we’ve got to find a way 


to pay for it, and if it’s not we’ve got to find a way to end 
it:

LA JOLLA — Michelle Gallagher said 
she pities the woman who allegedly shot 
her in the back March 2 in front of Mary 
Star of the Sea Church here. 

Msgr. James Gilfillan, pastor, said 
Gallagher had attended the noon Mass 
and remained in the church afterward. 
Upon leaving, a woman, later identified 
as Patricia Perrellis, asked her where the 
confessional was, then allegedly shot her 
at the entrance of the church. ; 

Father Charles O’Toole, in residence 
at the parish, anointed Gallagher minutes 
after the shooting and visited her later at 
Scripps Memorial Hospital, La Jolla. 

He said Gallagher expressed no 
bitterness toward her alleged assailant 
and told him, ‘‘ ‘I feel so sorry for that 
poor woman.’ ”’ 

Gallagher’s husband, Edward, told 
Southern Cross his wife’s alleged attacker 
was obviously deranged. 

Parishioner Cathy Rudolph said she 
heard ‘“‘the shot and an unmerciful 
scream’’ from her car parked on the side 
of the church, while waiting for her 
assigned hour for adoration of the Blessed 
Sacrament. 

After rushing to Gallagher to ask how 
she could help, Rudolph said the victim 
told her, ‘‘ ‘Pray for me.’ ”’ 

Seeing Perrellis run from the scene, 
Rudolph said she yelled for someone to 
pursue the assailant and get a priest for 
Gallagher. 

Three or four men chased Perrellis, 
subdued her at a nearby bank and took 
her gun, Rudolph said. The police 
arrived within minutes. 

Gallagher, who was released from the 
hospital last weekend, told Southern Cross 
March 4 the bullet fragmented in her 
back, making surgery unnecessary. ‘‘I’m 
lucky to be alive,’’ she said. 

Msgr. Gilfillan said that if a priest had 
been in the confessional, ‘“‘he might have 
been the victim.”’ 

However, the pastor said he will not 
tighten security at the downtown church 
that is unlocked on weekdays from 6 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. for adoration of the Blessed 
Sacrament. : 

People from the street sometimes 
“‘come into the church and demand 
money’’ from the worshippers, but the 
shooting incident was the first of its kind, 
he said. ‘‘The Lord will take care of us.”’

ALCALA PARK — The Chrism 
Mass, in which the holy oils used for the 
sacraments in parishes are blessed, is a 
time for the entire diocesan Catholic faith 
community to gather with their bishop in 
a sign of church unity, according to Sister 
Joanne Nicgorski, director of the diocesan 
Center for Liturgy and Prayer. 

Bishop Maher has invited laity through 
parish bulletin announcements to join 
him and the priests of the diocese for the 
annual liturgy to be held this year at 7 
p.m. March 16 at Mission Basilica San 
Diego de Alcala, Mission Valley. 


The Mass gets its name from the 
consecration of chrism, olive oil mixed 
with balsam, a fragrant perfume. Chrism 
is used in administering the Sacraments 
of Confirmation and Holy Orders as well 
as the consecration of bishops and new 
churches. 


During the liturgy, the bishop mixes 
and blesses the chrism and blesses the Oil 
of Catechumens, used at Baptism, and 
the Oil of the Sick, which is used for 
anointing those who suffer in mind and 
body. 

During the liturgy, three deacons carry 
the oils in silver urns to the altar where 
the bishop blesses them: After the Mass, 
the oils are dispensed to the priests to be 
taken to their parishes. 


‘The focus of the Chrism Mass is on 
the blessing of the oils, but it provides the 
opportunity for a_ specific diocesan 
celebration of recommitment to the 
ministerial role of all baptized 
Christians.’’ 


During the Mass, the bishop will lead 
the assembly in renewing their 
commitment to spread the message of 
Christ and the priests in renewing their 
resolve to serve the faithful of this diocese.

Film ‘Taps’ into black legacy

NEW YORK — If you’ re looking for a 
film that will send you out of the theater 
smiling ‘and strutting your stuff, don’t 
miss ‘‘Tap’’ (Tri-Star), starring the 
electrifying dancer-actor Gregory Hines. 

Showcasing the down-but-never-out 
art of tap dancing, ‘‘Tap’’ tracks the 
uneasy return of ex-con Max Washington 
(Hines) to his roots in tap. After a 
harrowing stint in Sing Sing for a botched 
robbery and prison assault, Max is torn 
between the tap legacy of his talented dad 
and the big bucks promised by his 
mobster friends. 

Although tantalized by the lure of easy 
money and confounded by his father’s 
virtuous life in poverty, Max still feels a 
compulsion to tap. He _ reconnects 
tentatively with a community of veteran 
tappers and attempts to rekindle a past 
romance with Amy (Suzzanne Douglas), 
a dancer and single mom with a sassy 


young son, Louis (Savion Glover). 
Formerly teamed with Amy in a black 
Fred and Ginger tap act, Max helped 
raise Amy’s son but split when he 
mistakenly thought crime paid better 
dividends. 


Although this good vs. evil scenario is 
familiar and simplistic, it’s so nicely 
blended with the exhilarating tap 
numbers, highlighted by exquisite 
cinematography, punctuated by toe- 
tapping music and flavored with fine 
ensemble acting and footwork that it 
recalls those classic musicals produced 
during Hollywood’s golden age. 


Writer-director Nick Castle brings his 
own father’s legacy to this film. 
Choreographer-vaudeville dancer Nick 
Castle Sr. was the dance director of many 
Hollywood films from the 1930s to the 
1960s. With this birthright in mind, Nick 
Jr. was able to create a unique feature 
film tribute to the-art of tap dancing. 


““Tap”’ not only documents the work of 
such great veteran tap stylists as Bunny 


Briggs, Sandman Sims, Harold Nicholas, 


Steve Condos, Arthur Duncan, Pat Rico | 


and Jimmy Slyde, but also showcases a 
contemporary tap system called Tap- 
Tronics. Hines’ finale incorporating both 
classic and electronic tap is nothing short 
of genius. He projects such a sense of 
passion as a tap dancer that this role will 
surely win him points as a top new 
matinee idol. 

But the most important aspect of this 
film is its respect for this unique 
American art form and its black origins. 
By presenting the work of veteran hoofers 
alongside that of Hines and young 
dynamo tapper Glover within a 
contemporary urban setting, Castle 
introduces the uninitiated to tap’s legacy 
in the black community, the intricacy of 
the art form and the need to preserve its 
roots.

Those who’ve 
taken English literature survey courses 
may recall the great Jesuit poet Gerard 
Manley Hopkins, or the seemingly lone 
Catholic of the English Enlightenment 
period, Alexander Pope. Most people 
would be hard-pressed to come up with 
more names than those. 

Thomas P. McDonnell not only has 
included those four in this anthology, but 
also 21 others. The entries range 
chronologically from the medieval period 
to today. And some of those included may 
surprise some people. 

How about, for instance, St. John of 
the Cross? Many people don’t realize that 
the great mystical doctor’s theological 
works were often constructed as 
commentaries on his poems. The poem 
included here, ‘‘The Dark Night,’’ is an 
achingly beautiful glimpse into the saint’s

soul. 

Some of those included are not 
immediately thought of as poets. Hilaire 
Belloc and G.K. Chesterton are primarily 
remembered as Catholic apologists. But 
both were poets, and their work is 


included. One of Belloc’s selections, 
‘Lines to a Don,’’ is an amusing 
‘*rebuttal’’ to an Oxford don who dared 
attack Chesterton. 

Likewise, David Jones is most known 
as the editor of the Jerusalem Bible, and 
Robert Fitzgerald is very famous as 
perhaps the best modern translator of 
Homer and Vergil. Yet, both were fine 
poets in their own rights, and the book 
includes some excellent work from both of 
them. 

There are other familiar names in this 
anthology: the mystical French poet 
Charles Peguy, the famous English 
literary figure Dame Edith Sitwell and the 
Americans Phyllis McGinley and 
Thomas Merton. There are also less 


familiar names, who are nonetheless well 
worth investigating: the Victorian 
Englishman Lionel Johnson, the South 
African F.T. Prince and the Irish poet 
Patrick Kavanagh. 

There are even a few selections from a 
promising Polish poet, Karol Wojtyla, 
who largely abandoned his literary career 
and changed his name to Pope John Paul 
II. 

Editor McDonnell provides brief but 
informative introductions to each poet, 
discussing his or her work, reputation, 
and, for the non-English speaking ones, 
the better translations. He also makes 
clear that this is decidedly Catholic 
poetry, imbued with a sense of the 
sacramental, the element that most 
distinguishes fine Catholic poetry. 
McDonnell’s perceptive comments make 
clear that, despite a popularly held belief, 
‘Catholic literature’? is not a 
contradiction in terms. 

The book is attractively bound in red, 
with gilt lettering and an inlaid ribbon 
bookmark, so it would make a fine gift. 
And, with the growing trend toward 
books on ‘cassette, someone should 
consider making a recording of this book.

Youth open to church 
teaching on sexuality

HARTFORD, Conn. — The AIDS 
crisis, high rates of teen-age pregnancy 
and other results of the ‘‘sexual 
revolution’’ have led many young people 
to re-examine the meaning of sexuality, 
said Connecticut’s Catholic bishops. 

‘‘At this very time, young people may 
well be more receptive to the perennial 
wisdom and teaching of the Catholic 
Church on human sexuality,’’ said the 
state’s six bishops in a Feb. 17 statement. 

Titled ‘‘After the Sexual Revolution,”’ 
the statement encouraged youths and 
their parents to discuss church teachings 
on sexuality and to appreciate sexuality as 
a gift from God. 

But particularly during the turmoil of 
adolescence, sexuality is ‘‘a gift which can 
be misunderstood, even abused and 
denied the respect it deserves as a gift of 
God.”’ 

The bishops encouraged young people 
to see that chastity is important not only 
for sexual maturity, but for healthy 
growth overall. And they asked parents to 
help teens understand that abstaining 
from sexual intercourse can be a means of 
expressing love, trust, faithfulness and 
friendship. 

The young ‘‘need to see beyond a 
secular society which presents sexuality as 
an appetite, like eating or drinking, to be 
satisfied whenever or with whomever we 
want,’’ the bishops said. 

Because sexual intercourse is a “‘total 
gift of self to the other,’’ the bishops said, 
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‘fan exclusive bond is_ established 
eliminating the possibility of offering the 
same gift to others.’ 

‘‘Because it is a total gift of self, it calls 
for a relationship of permanence, 
commitment and fidelity. This is 
precisely the meaning of marriage,’ they 
said. 

Sexual activity outside marriage “‘is 
against the meaning of human sexuality 
and often leads to fragmentation and 
disillusionment,”’ they said. ‘‘Such sexual 
activity is frequently a disguised form of 
selfishness and usually frustrates full 
human maturity.”’ 

Fallout from the sexual revolution 
showed that ‘‘adolescents are too young 
for sexual intercourse,’’ the bishops said. 
‘“‘They are too immature for social, 
psychological and moral reasons. Genital 
pleasure can be overwhelming for a 
young person. 

“It can wreak havoc on the self-image 
of the young, leading to feelings of shame, 
contempt, resentment, guilt, anger and 
even violence,’’ they said. 

‘‘To our young people, we say: The 
challenge to be chaste is a challenge for all 
followers of Jesus Christ,’’ the bishops 
wrote. ‘You are not alone in having to 
measure up to the rules of God and the 
Lord’s church. 

‘‘Chastity means you won't be likely to 
‘use’ another person or be ‘used.’ This 
makes possible a sure respect for the other 
person, greater trust, greater affection 
and greater freedom,”’ they said.

LOS ANGELES — Father Tommie 
‘*TJ’’ Jennings, associate pastor at Our 
Lady of Angels Church, San Diego, put 
his Asics Gel 3 running shoes to work 
March 5 as a participant in the fourth 
annual Los Angeles Marathon.
